DELICATE 
OPERATION. 


How a Snake Was Successfully IScmoved 


from a JVIui'o'H Eye. 


A Baltimore correspondent writes to the 


Cincinnati Enquirer that, a few days ago, 
Dr. Thomas W. Sprankliu, assisted by 
•freteriaary Sui-geon John S. Colton, suc- 
cessfully 
removed a Jiving worn 
or 


"snake" from the eye of an old maro be- 
longing to Mr. Scansberry, of Fatapsco 
Neck, Me. The animal, a dark bay, about 
fifteen and a half hands hiRh, has attracted 
a good dcal.ot" attention fror.i the curioup. 
The parasite, technically known as lilaria 
oculi equinus, was three inches long and 
had the general appearance of a piece of 
gray silk thread. It had its abiding-place 
in tlio aqueous humor of the inaro'slett eye, 
and was in a state ol incessant motioD, 
wriggling about after tho manner ol the 
animalcuia; seen in a drop of water under 
under a microscope. It was first noticed in 
tho mare's eye about six months ago, when 
it was so small as to be barely discernible. 
It grow steadily until it attained its present 
size. It was never still n, moment, but kept 
up its activity, without p.iuso day or uight. 
The poor old mare was kept in a state of 
perpetual nervous excitement by it and 
wasted away until her ribs almostprotrudcd 
through her rusty coat, and her fiaclcs wcro 
as thin as it was possible for any thing of 
flesh to be. 
Many showmen visited her 


and offered to buy her for exhibition pur- 
poses, but her owner woukl not sell her to 
them. 
Tliis was the second authenticated caso of 


tho kind on record ifc America, Tbo othor 
wag in New York and was • operated on by 
Dr. Pomeroy at tho New York American 
Veterinary College about ten or twelve 
years ago. The animal was placed under 
tho influence of chloroform and tho worm 
removed but, having some heart trouble, it 
died under tho operation, 


Dr. Spranlilin began his operation by se- 


curely binding tho old mare so that she 
could not ciove aud then laid her down on 
her right »ido. Then her left eye was treated 
with a solution mado of ninety-three parts of 
rose-water and seven parts ot cococaino. 
Small quantities of this solution wero 
dropped into tho cya, at Intervals of five 
minutes, seven or eight times until partial 
antithesis was obtained and it could bo 
touched bY tho finger without pain to tho 
animal. Then an incision was mado in tho 
eye from tho outer canthus, or corner, be- 
tween the cornea, or eye-ball and tho sclero- 
tic coat, or white of the eye. Tho incision 
was mado by moans of a sharp lance shaped 
like an arrow-head. The incision was made 
at about right angles with the eyelid, 
and 
so 
that 
it 
would 
be 
almost 


wholly covered by It when in its normal po- 
tion. 
Tho instrument was kept in the 


wound until aqueous humor had exuded. 
Then it was still retained in position and 
used as ii guide for a pair o! very delicate 
spring forcops, whoso blades wero inserted 
into the opening. Tho lanee was then re- 
moved and Dr. Spranklin, placing the index 
finger of his left hand upon the opposite sido 
ol the corner, gently but firmly pushed the 
parasite toward the blades ol the forceps. 
It was so very active that four or five times 
it wriggled away from their grasp. At last 
ho was able to get a tight hold upon it nna 
draw it out. It was very lively and lived 
lor several mlnutes-in fact, untU it was

RAILROAD SPEHD. 


SemI-SoUntl0o Comments on an 


Interesting Topic. 


Many questions have been asked concern- 


ing the highest speed possible to bo attained 
by a railway locomotive. Tho London En- 
gineer submits tho statement that eighty 
miles an hour i» tho greatest possible Jmiit, 
and for tbo following reasons : 
( 
Because no greater velocity has ever been 


attained. 


Because of tho resistance of tho air. 
Because of tho back pressure in the cylin- 


Because of tho amount of power which 


"inust "no doubt bo lost in imparting violent, 
motions to masses of metal which can make 
no return when coming to rest. Tho swing- 
ing of tho engine, tho eieessivo vibration ol 
its parts, and tho jar and concussion all 
operate to tho samo ond and tend to keep 
down the speed." 
Because of " tho extraordinary retarding 


influence of very modora'.o rising gradi- 
ents." 
Because of the coupling rod— "it appears 


to bo beyond question that coupling an en- 
gine '.ends to keep down tho speed." 


This scarcely seems to settio tho matter. 


There is not n defect in tho mechanism 
which can not probably bo remedied or im- 
provised. Tho whole question depends on 
tho resistance of tho air and of friction. 
Tho resistance of mechanical friction docs 
not increase with tbo speed, but with tho 
weight ot tlio load to bo drawn, and it does 
not appear that the. resistance of Iho ail- 
through which tho train moves increases in 
such ratio with tho accessions of motive 
power as to neutralize the increase of vel- 
ocity that should ensue. With a smooth, 
eolid and stable trackway and improved 
mechanism for creating and utilizing steam 
power there appears to bo no good reason 
why trams may not attain tho vato of otio 
hundred miles per hour. But it would bo 
manifestly dangerous to attempt such speed 
on, tho average American railway. There 
are, ol course, limits to tho power of ail 
mechanism, but it does not "appear tha: all 
the posstbilites of rapid transit by rail hava
